NEW YORK 

A man in a rented pickup truck 
mowed down pedestrians and cy- 
clists along a busy bike path near 
the World Trade Center memorial 
on Tuesday, killing at least eight 
and seriously injuring 11 in what 
the mayor called “a particularly 
cowardly act of terror.” 

The driver was shot in the abdo- 
men by police after jumping out 
of the truck with what turned out 
to be a fake gun in each hand and 
shouting what witnesses said was 
“Allahu akbar,” Arabic for “God is 
great,” authorities said. The man 
underwent surgery and was in 
critical condition but expected to 
survive. 

Officials who spoke on the con- 
dition of anonymity identified the 
attacker as 29-year-old Sayfullo 
Saipov and said he is from Uzbeki- 
stan and came to the U.S. legally 
in 2010. He has a Florida driver’s 
license but may have been staying 
in New Jersey, they said.

CHESAPEAKE SCHOOL BOARD 


Parents incensed 
by rezoning of schools

CHESAPEAKE 

The School Board’s deci- 
sion to rezone six schools 
outraged parents who at- 
tended a meeting Monday 
night. 

People in the crowd of 
about 200 shouted: “You 
should be ashamed.” 

“Sinful,” others yelled. 

In a 9-0 vote, the board 
approved plans that will 
affect attendance at four 


middle schools and two 
high schools in the south- 
ern and western areas of 
the city. 

Division leaders first 
presented the board with 
rezoning proposals in late 
September. They tried to 
address enrollment dispar- 
ities at places like Hicko- 
ry Middle, the city’s most 
crowded school. As of June, 
it was at 126 percent capac- 
ity and using 20 portable
